William Stamm, man-milliner, tells 
in depositions filed Thursday in Judge 


Shields’ court hes siery of the ac- 
quaintance of his wife, Madeline 
Stamm, and Conrad Schopp of 3832 
Washington avenue, young son of the 
late apple king. Mrs. Starnm is the 
dvughter of Mrs. Charlés Krone, di- 
verced wife of a Staite Seuntor. 

Stamm is suing Schopp for $15,000 
lamages, charging alienation of Mrs. 
Stamm’s affections. The d-positions 
were taken at the instance of Schopp’s 
lawyer in the office of Ben HH. 
Charles, acting as special commis- 
sioner. 

Stamm was married Dec. 20, 1909. 
Schopp’s attentions to Mrs. Stamm, the 
husband testified, began less than a 
week afterward. 

Schopp, he said, called at the home of 
Mrs. Krone, 3816 Juniata street, where 
the Stamms were living, first as his 
guest, then without invitation from him, 


Helped to Get Supper. 
“While I was at my millinery estab- 


lishment,’’ Stamm testified, ‘‘Schopp 
would be at home, helping Mrs. Stamm 
get supper. In the evening he would 
come and stay so late that I would go 
to bed, and my wife would sit up in 
the parlor’ with him until 2 or 3 a m. 
When I would leave her in charge of the 
store, he would call there.”’ 

Schopp’'s lawyer asked Stamm whether 
he suspected Schopp’s motive in calling 
at that time, and he said he did not. 
He first became suspicious, he said, 
when Mrs. Krone ordered him out of 
the house for non-payment of board, 
and Schopp and Mrs. Krone persuaded 
Mrs. Stamm, apparently without. much 


‘difficulty, not to accompany him.

| Wounded iw a Leffingwell 
Avenue Rooming House. 


DECLARES IT AN ACCIDENT 


Claims Weapon Was Discharged 
by Chance as He Ex- 


amined It. 


Samuel J. Stoner, rooming at 619 North 
Leffingwell avenue, was found dying 
from a bullet wound.in his heart when 
Patrolman Tozer of the Dayton Street 
District was called to the house Wednes- 
day evening. He was lying on a sofa 
in the back parlor, and the revolver was 
nearby. | 

Stoner was conscious, 


“T’ra dying—it hurts.” 
On the way to the ‘City Hospital, the

Arthur McLean, Stoners roommate. 
spent Wednesday afternoon downtown 
with Stoner. They returned to the room- 
ing house half an hour before the s1oot- 
ing. McLean went upstairs, and Stanez 
remained on the first floor. 

When McLean heard the shot, he ran 
downstairs, but he heard Stoner say 
nothing more thau that the injury hurt. 
He did not ask him how the shooting 
happened: He called physicians from 
the neighborhood, who gave temporary 
treatment to Stoner. 

Tozer got the name of the proprietress 
of the rooming-house as Mrs. Lou How- 
ard. When a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called at the house he was told her name 
was Mrs. Fred Martin, and he talked to 
her and to Fred Martin.. They declined 
to discuss the shooting. 

“Stoner talked to the policeman all 
the way to the hospital,’ they said. 
“The policeman has all the facts.” 

‘Stoner was unmarried, 34 years old, 
and was employed as waiter at a down- 
town restaurant.

Defense Wants to Know Source 
of $15,000°or $20,000 He 
Has Expended. 





DEFENDANT IN COLLAPSE 





Calm Which Has Been Shown 
by. Accused Wife of Mil- 
lionaire Vanishes. 





By Associated Press. 

WHEELING, W. Va., Jan. 19.~—The 
prosecution in the trial of Mrs. Laura 
Farnsworth Schenk, who ig charged 
with poisoning her husband, John D. 
Schenk, is expected to conclude its di- 
rect testimony today. This announge- 
ment was made#¥ Prosecutor Handjand 
last night. S@veral witnesses are to be 
called by the State, among them, it is 
said, being one or two that have testi- 
fied on the direct examination. The de- 
fense is expected to open,late this aft- 
ernoon or tomorrow. 

Judge Jordan refused,to sustain a mo- 
tion for dismissal of the case or have 
it argued. It was stated by the defense 
that the first witness to be oalled this 
afternoon would be Prosecutor Handlan, 
who will ‘be asked where he got the 
$15,000 to $20,000 which he is alleged to 
have spent in preparing the Schenk 
case for trial. In West Virginia the 
prosecuter is not allowed money for 
the preparation of a criminal case. 

The prosecutor, it is stated, will also 
be asked to show why he has not proved 
the principal points’ outlined to the jury 
in his opening address. The trial was 
resumed at 2 o’clock. 

Chauffeur Lundy Wilson, recalled, tes- 
tified to the alleged visit to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Meyers. He said he was 
ordered by Mrs. Schenk to stop the car 
at a bend in the road from which point 
he could not see the Meyers ré@sidenee. 

“Why did you not inform Schenk as 
to what was going on?’ 

“It was no business of mine.” 

Nurse Declares Schenk Oned, 

Alma Evans, the nurse, testified that 
while she was in the Schenk home, nurs- 
ing Schenk, he had frequent crying fits. 

‘Did Mrs. Schenk talk to you con- 
cerning her gentiemen friends?’’ 

‘Yes. One day I was in the parlor 
with her when she showed me a flower 
basket and told me she appreciated it 
highly. ‘It had been given to her, with 
violets, she said, by a man friend.”’ 

‘Miss Evans, did you ever put arsenic 
into water used by John O. iets dfs 

‘No, sir.’’ 

“Did you.ever put lead in his’ medi- 
cine?” 

“No, 

“Did Mrs. Schenk narrate improper 
stories as to herself and other men?” 

. “She did,’’ was the reply, but the wit- 
yness refused to tell them to the jury. 

The witness was permitted to leave 
the stand and the prosecutor announced 
he had completed his case with the ex- 
ception of the croSs-examination of Dr. 
Best and Dr. Baer. A recess was taken 
while the doetors were being summoned. 

During the recess the defense had 
94 subpenas issued for the first lot 
of doctors which Attorney O’Brien 
will summon to find whether Mrs. 
Schenk bought poison in Wheeling. 

Prescribed for Schkhrak. 

When Dr. D. H. Best xvook the stand 
he said he had been the Schenk fam- 
ily physician for 12 years before John 
Schenk’s latest illness. When he vis- 
ited the house in October, Schenk told 
|him he had been ill-a number of times. 
He examined the man and concluded 
he was suffering from Bright's dis- 
ease and. stomach trouble. He pre- 
scribed bismuth and codine to deaden 
pain, poisonous drug when given in 
excess of physicians’ doses. As a re- 
sult of thig treatment Schenk im- 
proved and was able to go to work. 
Schenk then showed no sizns of lead 
or arsenic poisoning. 

He also treated Schenk for tonsilitis, 
but there were no blue lines in his 
mouth, The doctor expressed the opin- 
icn that the sudden coming on of the 
illness also indicated ptomaine poisoning. 

After Herbert Baer had been asked 
how often he had examined the water 
Schenk used, and the question had been 
ruled out, the prosecution rested, and 
the defense notified the court a motion 
would be made to dismiss the case. 

Judge Jordan adjourned .court until 
this afternoon. 

Mrs. Schenk collapsed. yesterday un- 
der the strain’ of the frial and had to 
be led to the jail, unable to withstand 
the strain. The trial temporarily was 
suspended. 

Since Mrs. Schenk’s arrest on Nov. ° 
she had displayed a remarkable calm. 
until yesterday. When apparently dam. 
aging testimony was being offered 
against her it faile@ to disturb her be 
yond a slight exhibition of nervousness. 

Mrs. Schenk had not been looking a» 
well as on previous days of the court 
segsions, and suddenly toward the clos. 
ing. hour she leaned over to Frank 
O’Brien, one of her attorneys, and asked 
him to get a glass of water for her 
She gulped it down and it was only 2 
few moments until she said to another 
attorney, “‘For Ged’s sake, get a few 
minutes’ recess.” ag ee 

This request was granted and. Mrs. 
‘Schenk was ‘taken to the county jail. 
where she became violently ill.

Two Other Vessels, Called by 
Wireless, Stand by, Unable to 
Be of Assistance. 


LIFE BOAT IS WRECKED 


Line Is Passed to Disabled Craft, 
but Violence of Elements 
Breaks It in Two. 


By Associated Press. 
EUREKA, Cal. Jan. 19.—Water- 


logged, drifting helplessly before a furi- 
ous hurricane, the lumber-laden steam 
schooner Lakme, with 15 men, is im 
peril off Cape Bianco this morning. The 
steamers Asuncion and Argyl are stand- 


ing by, but in the raging sea they are 
unable to give any aid. However, the 
wind, which reached a velocity of about 
100 miles an hour diyring the night, ap- 
pears to be subsiding.

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be prompt and it must be granted not as a favor 
but as a matter of right. 

Government without energy is no government. 
Government that does not respond to the popular 
will is tyranny. Government that fails to re- 
strain those who may be arbitrary is itself ar- 
bitrary. Government that has more respect for 
persons and interests than it has for the millions 
who support it is misdirected and in danger. 

Which is it to be, Mr. Taft—an extra session 
obedient to the people’s will, or delay and 
denial? 
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Aviator Eugene Ely is to be congratulated on 
his feat of landing safely on the deck of the 
cruiser Pennsylvania, after a flight of 12 miles, 
and then rising from the deck like a bird and fly- 
ing back to the land. It was in November last 
that Ely, in the aeroplane which won the Post- 
Dispatch and World prize for the Hudson River 
flight, flew from the cruiser Birmingham, but 
broke his propeller blade and had to make a 
forced descent. He has evidently improved his 
machine or method of control. 


REED'S OPPORTUNITY. 

By an exceptional muster of events the Hon. 
James A. Reed is to be inducted into the office 
of a United States Senator, plus an immediate 
opportunity for service. 

First, Mr. Réed’s certificate of election is 
signed, so to speak, by the expectancy of the 
times. He owes his position to the greatest, and, 
in the end, the most potent of all interests, name- 
ly, the interest of the people. How stupidly and 
criminally that interest has been neglected and 
flouted in the exalted chamber he is about to 
enter is, of common knowledge. On the Senate 
scroll of the illustrious neglecters of the popular 
interest, Mr. Reed may behold the names of his 
Democratic colleagues as well as those of his 
Republican brethren. Guidance and good coun- 
sel of admonitory character are on that scroll. 

Second, the senatorial tradition of an appren- 
ticeship of silence and inaction no longer obtains; 
it is more honored in the breach than in the ob- 
seryance, There is urgent neéd in the Senate now 
for positive patriotism.

HAT breach between the United 
‘3 States Golf Association and the

drews, Scotland, caused by the edict of

*“‘mallet-headed” putters, is far from be- 
ing close@. Although the meeting at 
Chicago last Saturday did not insist 
upon the enforcement of the Royal and 
Ancients new rule, many golfers, espe- 
clally in the East, rre strong for ob- 
servance of anything emanating from 
the venerable Scotch organization. 

The rule bars a lot of clubs that have 
been used many years, though it doubt- 
less is aimed against only a few of the 
extreme type, notably the Schenectady 
putter. 

One definition given of a “mallet-head- 
ed”’ putter is as follows: 

“One that Is wider from face to back

than it is long from heel to toe.” 

But this definition is not comprehen- 
sive enough for many putters now tol- 
erated approximate this shape without 
actually conforming to it.
